Ever since the spongo fisheries of thfj 
Bahamas and the gulf co ast of Flo rida 
showed signs of beco ming exhausted ef­ 
forts have been made to cultivate sponges 
on farm s o r artificial beds, and mo re re­ 
cently science has tried to im itate the 
genuine article by co nverting the soft 
fiber of the coco anut leaves and shells 
into sponges 
o f 
co mmercial 
value. 
Spongo farm ing is now a successful in­ 
dustry, and hundreds of acres in the gulf 
of Mexico alo ng the F lo rid a coast are 
planted w ith “ sponge 
c u ttings” and 
seeds. 
The wo rk is no t dissim ilar in 
m any respects to oyster culture. 
The 
yo ung sponges are planted 
in w ater 
along the coast varying fro m one to five 
fatho m s in depth. 
A few years ago the fish co m m is­ 
sioners had their attentio n called to the 
sponge fisheries off the F lo rida coast, 
and after finding that the beds were be­ 
ing rapidly depleted of the best stock, 
an exam inatio n of the fisheries was made 
to ascertain some w ay of preserving 
them. T he sixxdmens of sixinge taken to 
W ashington in the autum n of the year 
were fo und to lx* repnxluctive if the 
proper co nditio ns were supplied. 
The 
sponges in the autum n w ere found to de 
velop masses of pro to plasm or spores, 
which in tho spring of the year w*ere lib­ 
erated. These spores co ntained the small 
repnxluctive particles fro m which the 
sponges developed. Some of the sponges 
experim ented w ith did not reproduce 
their kind at all, and it w as fo und that 
in order to cultivate the sponges it was 
necessary to plant sponges th a t pro ­ 
duced certain cells that co ntained tho 
ova or egg uid o thers that represented 
spermatozi >a, 
A sm all spo nge farm was established 
at W ashingto n, and then o thers alo ng 
the F lo rid a coast as ex|K*rimoiits. These ; 
proved successful, so that private indi- j 
viduals went into the business. 
There . 
are m any acres of sponge farms near t 
Key West, and o thers at Anclote, Fla., 
and near Tam pa. These farm s were first, 
supplied w ith their seeds fro m tin» fish 
co mmissio ners, but now they are o b­ 
tained direct fro m the sponge fisheries. 
In tho a u tu m n of tho year tho vario us 
kinds of sponges are purchased by the 
sponge cnltu rist, who generally takes an 
asso rtm ent th a t is sure to supply him 
w ith both flit» m ale and fem ale colls. 
Tho beds, or farms, are usually lo cat­ 
ed at so me w ell protected place alo ng 
the coast and f need in w ith natural for- i 
mat ions and artifii ,al dams. Tin» sponge 
seeds are 
kept 
in 
sm all 
“ po unds’’ 
thro ugh the xvintt 
where the masses of 
pro to plasm devel< p and grow. Early in 
the spring these spores are liberated ill 
the larger body o f water, w here they 
soon sw im aro und. The eggs co ntinue to 
gro w rapidly, and u a sho rt tim e attach 
themselves to t h e rocks o r coral fo rma 
tion at the b o t t o m of the water. 
Tt is very difficult to get the right 
location fo r an ideal sponge bed. 
All 
arm of the sea w here the salt w ater 
flows in freely th at has a natu ral hard 
bottom is the best. 
Rocks, stones and 
o ther substances can be dro pped at the 
bottom for the sponges to fasten them 
selves to. 
The lagoon is then dam m ed 
up, so that w hen the seed is put in fresh 
it cannot float out to sea again. 
Some 
sim ply thro w their sponges in such a 
lagoon in the fall of the year and let tla* 
pro to plasm develo p there. U nder proper 
cultivatio n the sponges thus raised are 
superio r to those found in the sea. Only 
the best varieties an* propagated. 
The 
, “ sheepsw o o l” is the choicest-, w ith a tex­ 
ture fine, soft and strong. These sponges 
si'll for fro m $1.50 to $55 a ixmnd. 
The 
“ yello w ” spo nge is next in quality, and 
its priee is m uch less than tin» “ sheeps­ 
w o o l.” 
The “ grass” sponge raised is 
very lim ited, fo r its value is tra) sm all 
to pay o ne fo r the trouble, 
i 
A fter tla» sponge farm is o ik o started 
there is little m o re to do w ith it except 
at harvesting time. 
The sponges gro w 
slo wly and usually three years elapse be­ 
fore any are pulled up. 
Then only the 
:\.a ^ 
choicest, full gro w n ones are gathered.

three tim es tin* quantity pulled up by 
tin* regular s tingo fishermen off the 
coast. T he w ater is co m paratively shal­ 
low over the artificial IhhIs, and not dis­ 
turbed by tides, floating debris or winds. 
It is also very clear and |xdluQd, so that 
one can see the bottom for a long dis­ 
tance down. 
Occasionally o ne finds a 
sponge farm w here deep sea sponges an* 
cultivated, and it is necessary, then, to 
have a diver to gather them. Here again 
the wo rk is m ade easier. The diver runs 
no risk fro m sharks, tides or o ther in­ 
conveniences th a t daily beser those off 
the coast. 
The value o f the sponge farm increases 
every year despite the annual harvest 
that 
is 
taken 
therefrom. 
The 
new 
sponges are spreading until every square 
inch of the bo tto m and sides of tin* pond 
are covered w ith yo ung and old -sponges. 
If no diseases o r enemies get into the 
bed, the s i nge s w ill then yield eno r­ 
mous crops year after year. T he annual 
income fro m a goral sized bed ranges 
from $1,000 to $10,000, acco rding to its 
size, locatio n 
and age.— Philadelphia 
Times.
